Footpaths being 
“Minced Up” ~ 


The Board of Works sewerage work- 


men are “mincing up” footpaths in Al- 
tona North, Mr. A, £. Small, of 297 Millers 


Road, says. 


The footpaths are also being ; 


broken by heavy machinery 
used to clear vacant lots,” he 
says in one of two letters to.the 
shire council. - 


He asked that the council con- 
sider the matter, and the coun~ 
cil has asked the shire engineer, 
Mr. R. C. Simmons to give it 
a report, 


Mr. Smail wrote one letter on 
amenities in the district. and 
-another letter on Altona North 
shepping areas. 


The one on amenities said: 


“I would like the following 
matters .brought before the 
Councillors at their next meet- 
ing. Wl} the Council look into 
the problem of overgrown and 
very untidy nature strips at 
vacant blocks of land in the 
Altona North area, not only in 
the main public eye such as 
Millers Road or Blackshaws 
Road, but in the side streets 
and those usually out of sight! 
Admittediy, every year notices 
are sent out to owners of vacant 
blocks of Jand to clear them, but 
apparently this does not cover 
the nature strip, and so conse- 
quently, they are left. I trust 
the Councillors will appreciate 
this problem as if would all 

_seem a waste of time and 
money, planting trees or shrubs 
at these locations, etc. 


“Secondly, could the Council 
look into the problem which 
seems to be ever-increasing up 
in the Altona North area of 
broken footpaths! Many of 
these seem to be where new 
houses have been built or which 
are being built. Also there are 
a great number of broken foot- 
paths at vacant blocks which 
would appear to, suggest that 
these blocks are being cleared 
flat, instead of burning off, by 
the use of heavy equipment and 
they break the footpath in doing 
so. Also it is noticeable where 
the Board of Works have been 
doing sewerage connections that 
ihe footpaths become literally 
mineed, an example of this is 
at two locations — adjacent to 
the Paisley Briquette dump and 
one of these Being at the corner 
of Mason and Mills Street, 
south-east side. , " 








_ “Sneidentaily, 1 reported two 
instances of very badly broken 
footpaths on the 26th of April, 
3968, to the Building Inspector 
and Shire Engineer's Depart- 
menis respectively; Lot 318, 15 
Fourth Avenue, a new house 
being built, and 54 and 56 Fifth 
Avenue. both vacant blocks with 
the footpath badly broken, and 
in a dangerous condition for 
people on foot especially young 
children going to and from 
North Altona State School. 


“Lastly, 1 would like to ask 
all councillors on behalf of many 
residents of Hatherley Grove, 
Windsor Crescent, Bryan Avenue 
and Allan Street, how long it 
will be before road works are 
commenced in their areas as it 
is understood that forms auth- 
orising road works were signed 
12_ months ago. Thank you.” 

The second letter said: 


“T would like to have the fol- 
lowing items concerning shop- 
ping areas in Altona North, 
brought before the councillers 
at their next meeting. Firstly, 
the Ross Road shopping area, 
which has the nature strip be- 
tween road and present concrete 
footpath — this is in need of 
cementing fully, so as to elim- 
inate the dangerous condition to 
shoppers. Also a cycle rack is 
required at this location, prop- 
erly marked out and with a 
sign stating so. The car parking 
facilities could also be marked 
cut in bays, similar to area 
south of Altona station, which 
would give a tidier appearance. 


“Secondly, the ‘16 shpps area’ 
opposite Clematis Avenue. The 
paving slabs in front of these 
shéps are very poor indeed, 
quite a number are broken and 
many are uneven “causing trip 
hazards:

'Most Level Crossing 
Accidents Gaused 
by Motorists 


Say Railways 

Railway level crossing acci- 
dents at the week-end indicated 
that protective device are not 
the answer fer meterists who ig- 
nored heir responsibilities when 
approaching crossings, the Vic- 
torian Railways Commissioners 
said today. 


On Friday (May 16), a motor 
cyclist struck and injured a gate 
keeper who was closing gates at 
Ascot Vale Rd.,-Ascot Vale. 

Also on the Friday, a motorist 
struck closed gates at Gillies 
Read, Ballarat, and damaged the 
gates, 

On Saturday (May U), a 
motorist. struck closed gates at 
Clayton Rodd, Clayton, and the 
impact was such that fragments 
{rom the gate damaged another 
car waiting en the opposite side 


of the crossing. The driver of 


the car that struck the gates was 
taken into custody by the police: 
Four trains were delayed up to 
34 minutes. 

On the same day, a motorist 
ran inte the side of a crossing at 
Beales Road. Toora, and damag- 
ed the crossing fence and cattle 
pit. One occupant of the car was 
taken to hospital. The crossing 
had warning signs. = 
_ Also on the Saturday, a motor- 
ist struck gates at South Road, 
Brighton Beach. and badly 
damaged one gate. 

The Commissioners added that 
such incidents occurred all too 
frequently. Not only are irre- 
sponsible motorists ignoring 
crossings with closed gates, but 
they also ignore highly sophisti- 
cated warring devices incorpor- 
ated in flashing-light signs and 
boom barriers. 

There are approximately 400 
level crossing accidents every 
year, but of these only about 20 
per cent. involve collisions be- 
tween ‘trairis and road vehicles. 
The majority of the accidents — 
about 80 per cent. —.are caused 
by road vehicles crashing into 
gates or boom barriers. and 
damaging fences at level crass- 
ings. many of which are equip- 
ped with flashing lights.

The Minister, Mr. E.R. 
Meagher, commented thus after 
Mr. Floyd had again drawn his 
attention to the problem of de- 
serted wives with young chil- 
dren finding it nearly impossible 
to obtain a commission house 
in which to live and so keep 
their families together, 


Mr. Floyd said, “I take the 
opportunity to’ again direct, the 
attention of the Minister of 
Housing to a problem which I 
raised during the Budget debate 
and during the debate on the 
Address-in-Reply. Unfortun- 
ately, anything said in those de- 
bates seems to be swamped by 
other matters or not considered 
at all. I ask the Minister to con- 
sider the problem of the many 
deserted wives with young chil- 
dren, who find it impossible to 
go ta work. These women want 
to keep their families together 
but, if they apply for a Hous- 
ing Commission house, they find 
that théir priority is so low that 
they are not allotted one. I do 
not know what happens to their 
families. 


“The very good officers of the 
Housing Commission have told 
me that they have known of 
cases where the husband has 
gone to live’in another State 
and the wife has then applied, 
on compassionate grounds, for a 
priority’ allocation of a_ house. 
Then, when a house is allocated, 
the husband has returned to live 
with his family, They suggest 
that this has been done deliber- 
ately in- order to, get a house 
earlier than would’ otherwise be 
the case. 


“The Minister should consider 
the genuine cases. The social 
service benefits received by de- 
serted wivs do not amount to 
enough to pay ue rent of an 
ordinary house, I have made 
epresentations to the Housing 
Commission on a number of 
occasions for houses for desert- 
ed wives, but the Commission 
has its hide~bound rules.

Before lifting it is advisable 
to prune about one-third of the 
plant, taking care to keep the 
shape of the plant. 


Best time for lifting is in the 
late autumn before the soil is 
very cold. This and early Spring 
are the only times to carry out 
this transplant. 





It is advisable to commence 
preparing the plant six or 
twelve months before lifting. 


With the spade cut the roots

POINTS ON THE CAMELLIA 


All Camellias require a situation pro- 
tected from hot winds in the summer and 
when in bloom — June to September — 


the plant a foot or so larger 
in width than the balled plant, 
but not too deep. 

When planted the Camellia 
should be no deeper in the soil 
than where it was growing be- 
fore lifting. 


During the first year after 
maving remove most of the 
flawer buds to allow the plant 
to put its energy into the pro- 
duction of new growth: 


Camellias are slow growing 
but eventually reach to 12 ft. 
They should be spaced eight to 
ten feet apart. The trees are 
sufficiently pruned by cutting the 
fowers, but the older ones 
should be pruned back to strong 
wood after flowering.

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The address given by Mr. N. C. Hawthorn on air pollu- 
_tion at the ICI theutrette on May 14 contains a comprehen- 
. sive survey of the subject in relation to the rights and powers 


of municipalities. 


Mr. Hawthorn who is Chief Health [n- | 


Spector of the City of Williamstown de- 
tailed a great deal of information which 
‘is very pertinent to Altona. os 


His address is given in full, — 


THE ROLE OF THE 
COUNCIL 


- There appears to be quite a 
widespread misunderstanding of 
the, role of the Local Authority, 
ie., 
the structure of government 
and the community. 

This misconception is held by 
people in all levels of society, 
even Councillors themseves, 
which leads to two main wrong 
assumptions, First — that the 
Council is all powerful, it is the 
beginning, the middle and the 
end of ail authority, Whatever 
Council determines -~ that is it. 
It doesn’t matter what the Law 
says or whether Council is auth~ 
orised or not. this being quite 

- beside the point. 

Secondly — the directly op~ 
posite view, that Counci) has 
little or no power, therefore 
it is to be ignored. Unforiunate~ 
‘ly, this outlook is to be found 
among some people in Industry 
.who have the idea because it is 
ibusiness they can’ do as they 
like. The law is only for the 
other person, not for them. 

Various ‘Councils and Council- 
‘lors from time to time are not 
blameless in this regard, as by 
‘their actions they create the im~- 
-pressions from which either. one 
of these two assumptions are 


drawn,” 

Whilst public attention, in the 
enforcement. of- air pollution 
‘control measures is generally 
-* directed, at the Clean Air Sec~ 

- ‘tion of the. Health Department, 

‘the vital‘role of the Loca) Auth- 
oriy, i.e. “Councils -in both City 
*“and- Country, is usually over- 

dooked. 6) ss. 

The’ Council in fact can and 
should -exercise .a_ considerable 
influence ‘in controlling or rem~ 
vedying: air pollution within their 
‘municipal: boundary or outside 
‘their area under special circum- 
stances. We will deal~ with this 
particular aspect later; 

; At this point, I feel a short ex~ 

planation of the structure of Jo~ 

cal government would not go 
amiss. It could be said there~ 

‘fore, that Councils (Loca) Auth~. 

orities) are -the third tier of 

government and are the closest 

/to the people. - : 

RIGHTS OF RATEPAYER 
. Councillors are elected * by 
ratepayers whether owners of 
‘property or not and’ because a 
“person is a ratepayer, this does 
‘not give him any special privi~ 
-leges nor many rights. In fact, 
the common. expression so often 
used, “I demand my rights as 
-a ratepayer” is much overrated 
as there are very few rights he 
‘does have. apart from the cam- 
mon ‘rights of every inhabitant 
-or citizen of the municipality, 

As I may be asked just what 
‘rights does a ratepayer have, 
I'd better list them now, Well— 
his first privilege. if one could 
eall it a privilege, is te pay his 
‘rates. Then he has the right 
:to vote at Council elections, etc.. 
‘he may inspect the rate book, 
he can be present at the audit 
of Council accounts. he may per~ 
use the minutes of Council 
meetings and finally, he may 
-petition Council on any relevant 
matters, 

- Apart from these then that } 
-am aware of. his rights and pri-+ 


the municipal Council, in ‘La 


To iake this step further, if 
a Council or any of its officers 
ict outside the powers granted 
inder a specific section of an 
Act or Regulation then that 
Council or Officer is liable at 
w. It should be noted the 
Local Government Act provides 
that a-Council of a Municipality 
is a corporate body which can 
sue or be sued in the name of 
the municipality. 





What I have endeavoured to 
show is that neither of the two 
assumptions is correct, The 
Council is not all powerful, not 
Alpha and Omega, it must op- 
erate within the bounds of the 
duties imposed upon it by Law, 
but on the other hand it is not 
to he ignored, as within the 
scope of those duties it does 
clearly enjoy a considerable 
measure of power and author- 
ity. 

Provision is also made that 
where a Council does not carry 
out its responsibilities, a Gov- 
ernment body’ such as the Pub- 
lic Health or a Minister after 
due inquiry, can order Council 
fo perform the duties imposed 
by the relevant Act. Similarly, 
an officer may also be directed 
in certain circumstances. 
Also, there is the right of ap- 
peal in many instances from a 
decision of Council, 


TWO MAIN ACTS 

The two .main. Acts under 
which Councils are authurised 
are the Local Government Act 
and the Health Act. There are 
numerous other Acts which also 
give Councils and its Officers 
jurisdiction in the implementa- 
‘ion of such Acts and Regula- 
tions. Together with these are 
certain other Acts such as the 
Clean Air Act which gives the 
responsible body, in this in- 
stance the Commission of Pub- 
lic Health, power to delegate 
to Councils and its Officers a 
specific duty or duties. 

This then brings us to the 
two Acts relating to Clean Air. 
The Clean Air Act with its reg- 
ulations and the Health Act. 


THE CLEAN AIR ACT 
Let_us take the former first. 
The Clean Air Act together with 
its Regulations is an Act to 
control and prevent the pollu- 
‘ion of our air and to implement 
this. the Act provides four main 
things: 


ADMINISTRATION 

1. The Act and Regulations 
shail be administered by the 
Commission. of Public Health. 
2, The Commissioh may re- 
quire a Council and its Officers 
to exercise any of the powers 
and duties imposed by the Act. 
In other words the Commission 
may delegate powers and in 
fact has done so in certain in- 
stances we shail mention later. 

3. The formation of a Clean 
Air Committee comprising 12 
members to act in an advis- 
ory capacity to the Minister for 
Health. with power to investig- 
ate. recommend and _ report. 
Our President, Mr. Hans Hart- 
mann. as you are aware, is an 
esteemed member of this Com- 
mittee. 
4. The implementation of the 
Aet by specific regulations. 


tions old and new, as well as 
advice and recommendations to 
the various managements in- 
volved. The Officers also, are 
teadily available to assist 
Councils and their Health Sur- 
veyérs or Inspectors and I may 
say that personally I've receiv- 
ed every assistance. It is con- 
sidered that there could be 
greater liaison on the part of 
some Councils and Officers. 


The regulation making pow- 
ers under the Act are fairly 
wide and go further, in several 
respects, than the relevant Sec- 
tions under the Health Act. For 
instance, Section 6 provides that 
it is an offence for dark or 
dense smoke to be emitted from 
a chimney in connection with 
any industrial plant except for 
the number of minutes permit- 
ted in the hour. 


Now this is much wider in 
its control than the correspond~ 
ing section in the Health Act. 
In other words, it simplifies the 
proving of an offence. Conse- 
quently Section 6, Clean Air 
Act, is to be preferred as un- 
der the Health Act it would be 
necessary to prove that the 
smoke was being emitted in 
such a manner or quantity as to 
be dangerous to health or of- 
fensive. 


POWER DELEGATED TO 
. COUNCIL 


As mentioned earlier, the 
Commission has power to deie- 
gate to Councils, certain duties 
and responsibilities. It 
should be pointed out here that 
the Commission in 1955 directed 
all Councils to enforce Section 
6 within their municipal district. 


AU other matters under the 
Clean Air Act and Regulations 
are the prerogative of the Com- 
mission. 


This then places squarely in 
the lap of local authorities not 
only smoke control within their 
particular area but also the 
provisions of the Health Act re- 
Jating to clean air. 


As we shall see, several of 
these provisions are most im- 
portant and can have far reach- 
ing effects on certain types of 
industry if only Councils ap- 
plied the provisions fully. 


First, the Nuisance Section of 
the Health Act, particularly 43 
(h) ~— which provides that any 
factory or trade premises not 
provided with appliances so as 
to carry off in a harmless and 
inoffensive manner any fumes 
gases vapours dust or impuri- 
ties generated or ‘causing or 
giving rise to effluvia which is 
dangerous to health or offen- 
sive is guilty of an offence. 


Then 43 (j) — deals with 
smoke from any chimney not 
including a chimney of a pri- 
vate dwelling. As already not- 
ed, Section 6, Clean Air Act 
overrides this sub-section. 
Many complaints received re 
briquette heaters, however, they 
are exempt. We have requested 
many times that this exemption 
be removed. 


And 43 (n) ~—_any coadition 
whatever is a nuisance or dan- 
gerous to health or- offensiv 
doubt whether the full possibifi- 
ties of this sub-section have 
been explored yet. 

As one cap see, 43 (h) and 


(y), if properly applied, can 
and should be quite effective 





(b} any. trade whatsoever 
causing effluvia or offensive 
fumes vapours gases or dis- 
charging dust whether within or 
outside a factory or workroom; 
an 


(c) any trade declared “by 
proclamation to be an offensive: 
trade. 


This section, together with 
Section 1@1 which provides:—~ 


“Every person carry on any 
trade producing or causing or 
emitting or discharging any ef- 
fluvia offensive fumes vapours 
or gases or dust or other im- 
purity shall provide and use the 
best and most effective means 
and appliances for preventing 
such trade being carried on so 
as to become a nuisance or dan- 
gerous to health or for mitigat- 
ing the offensiveness thereof’. 


These two sections can cover 
practically any trade or indus- 
try giving rise to any such con- 
dition. 


The full implications of these 
two sections can readily be 
seen, providing Councils with 
power to stop any industry from 
operating if it is offending until 
such time as it takes measures 
to comply. 


If any ‘industry not already 
registered as an Offensive Trade 
brings itself within the scope 
of these two Sections then quite 
a number of serious things can 
happen, the most serious being 
‘that such a’ trade or industry 
would not be allowed to operate 
outside a declared offensive 
trade area. I can well imagine 
‘he furore in certain quarters. 


For instance, a steel fabric- 
ttor using sand blasting to 
clean his steel could well come 
within tha scope of these two 
sections of the Health Act. 


Therefore, to prevent his fac- 
tory being declared an Offen- 
sive Trade with: dire conse- 
quences, he would either have to 
céase to carry out sand blasting 
or use the best and most effect- 
ive means and appliances to 
take his works outside the cate- 
gory of an offensive trade. 


Council could ‘also refuse rég- 
istration or make the registra-! 
tion conditional on Section, 101 
being complied with. 


TECHNICAL PROBLEM , 


Finally, the actual control 
and solution of air pollution is 
essentially a technical problem 
best handled by Engineers and 
Chemists qualified to do so, of 
course the technical people pre- 
sent would most heartily agree 
with this, as to obtain a satis- 
factory solution is not always 
easy. - 


However, the Health Survey- 
or or Inspector is usually the 
first person te whom complaints 
about grit dust “fumes odours 
smoke and the like are made. 
and rightly so, as being an Of- 
ficer of the Local Authority he 
is close to the people of the com- 
munity he serves. 


He is trained to inspect, ob- 
serve and evaluate and by gath- 
ering as much information as 
possible can be of considerable 
assistance. 


Of course, he would be wise 
to aveid entering into technical 
discussions regarding remedial 
measures. Whilst on certain oc- 
casions a solution may seem 
simple enough, there is no guar- 
antee that it will permanently 
remove the cause of complaint.

POWERS -OF COUNCIL 


Further. a councillor as such 
has no individual power. It is 
the Council as a whole that is 
authorised to carry out the 
proper functions of focal gov- 
ernment together with the sev- 
eral officers who are also auth~ 
orised under the various Acts 
and Regulations. 

Therefore, it should be clear- 
ly seen that a Council and its 
officers derive power from the 
various Acts and Regulations of 


. Parliament where the specific 
duty or duties are clearly laid 
down.

KNOWLEDGE ACQUIRED: — HONEST, 
NATURAL AND FACTUAL 


The recent forum entitled Education and Health, 
sponsored by the Trade Union Clinic and Research 


2/ Centre and the Williamstown Education Campaign 


mainly centred around the questions — to acquire 


=| knowledge in an honest, natural and factual manner 


from parents in the home and highly qualified 
teachers, and the following are extracts from the 


meeting: 


Dr. Brenda Ridley expounded 
the theory that sexual éduca- 
tion in the pre-school child is an 
autematic consequence of the 
child’s natural euriosity- and dis- 
cussions with other children at 
kindergarten. The direction 
that this form of sexual. educa 
tion takes can be controlled by 
skilful guidance from the par- 
ents. 


At the primary school stage 
ihe child is seeking factual an- 
swers to queries on sexual” mat- 
ters. If the child is nat to- be 
at a social disadvantage rela- 
tive to his peers he should be 


given this factual information., 


The pedagogic principles of 
the proposed new primary sci- 
ence course are ideally suited 
to sexual education and Dr. Rid- 
ley advocates incorporating the 
basic facts of human reproduc- 


tion into this new syllabus. 


A further advantage of teach- 
ing sexual facts at the primary 
schoo! level is that the lessons 
may proceed without embar- 
rassment, as the pupils have 
not yet reached a mental stage 
at which sex has emotional sig- 
nificance for them. 


The guidance of teenage chil- 
dren can be a difficulty for par- 
ents as sexual attitudes, codes 
of behaviour can change dram- 
atically from one generation 
to the next. Dr. Ridley discuss- 
ed an experiment in which a 
group of teenage volunteers (se- 
jected from another suburb) dis- 
cussed their sexual problems 
and concepts of morality in 
front of an audience of parents. 
The discussions provided the 
adults with an efficient and val- 
id means of gaining an insight 
into current adolescent views on 
sex and morality. 


- 

Dr, Moon deplored public ad- 
vertising which presented teen- 
agers with a distorted viewpoint 
on the social significances of 
cigarettes and alcoholic drinks. 
Such advertisements do nothing 
to warn the teenagers of the 
potential dangers to health in- 
herent in the use of these two 
commodities. To balance this ad- 
vertising some form of educa- 
tion of teenagers to the true 
characteristics of alcohol should 
be carried out. 








on alcohol and alcoholism into 
schools involves designing a 
course acceptable to both the 
liquor industry and temperance 
groups, Up to the present no 
such course has been produced. 

Dr. Moon believes it is essen- 
rial to teach children the full 
facts on alcohol with emphasis 
on the effects of alcohol on a 
person prone to alcoholism. Re- 
search has shown that persons 
prone to alcgholism also tend 
to be prone “to drug addiction 
and patients cured of alcoholism 
have frequently sought relief 
from their mental stresses by 
using drugs. 


Dr. Benn admitted that there 
was no prospect of financing 
a scheme whereby all school 
children were examined by -fully 
qualified psychologists. 


Dr. Benn suggested that school 
medical officers could be given 
some form of training in psy- 
cology and hence be qualified to 
carry out a limited number of 
psychological checks ‘on pupils 
during the normal school medical 


exams. Alternatively the train-: 


ing of teachers could be extend- 
ed so as to include sufficient 
basie psychological to enable the 
teachers’ to evaluate their pup- 
ils (Dr. Benn realised that the 
resulting increase in ‘training 
and responsibility of teachers 
would necessitate an increase in 
their salaries). 


Dr. Christopher suggested that 
an awareness of the need for 
safety precautions should be 
implanted in the child during his 
primary school education. Safe- 
{y consciousness could be taught 
incidentally to the new primary 
science course. 


Mr. Hill quoted figures from 
a recent British survey which 
indicated that an anti-smoking 
campaign can achieve siginfi- 
cant resulis in persuading teen- 
agers not to commence smok- 
ing. A similar campaign is plan- 
ned for Victoria and will involve 
the use of special films (includ- 
ing a satire on cigarette adver- 
tising) an educational kit which 
will be issued to all schools and 
a. cigarette smoking machine. 
The latter instrument demon-

Many of us buying new shoes 
worry about corns, but how 
many know the ancient method 
of measuring a shoe was to lay 
barley-corns end on end. 

Our shoe sizing system, based 
on barley-corns, started in 14th 
century England, according to 
Mr. John Wallace, manager of 
the special products division of 
The Goodyear Tyre & Rubber 
Co. (Australia) Ltd., which pro- 
duces sole “and heel material 
for Australian shoe manufac- 
turers.
